Audiences will hear three generations of artists: Paul Badura-Skoda and Leon Fleisher are 
appropriately the most accomplished elderstatesmen; Andreas Haefliger and Fred Hersch, both well- 
known globally are in mid-career; and, the youthful Fazil Say of Turkey represents the best of the new 
generation of pianists. The recitals, which take place in Gartner Auditorium, are as follows: Fazil Say

fortepiano (Wednesday, March 5, 7:30); Andreas Haefliger (Friday, March 7, 7:30); and Fred Hersch Trio

Audiences will hear a wide-range of repertoire on both modern andfortepianos: Chopin and 
Beethoven on an original Broadwood piano, Mozart on a copy of a Walter piano, and music by Ad6s as 
well as jazz standards on a Steinway. Through this diversity of repertoire and artistry, audiences will 
experience the wide and myriad facets of the piano. 

Biographies and Repertoire 


Fazil Say 

Wednesday, February 5, 7:30 

"He is not merely a pianist of genius; undoubtedly he will be one of the great artists of the 21" Century.” {Le Figaro) 

Bom in Ankara, Turkey in 1970, Say studied composition and piano at the Ankara State Conservatory and later 
at the Robert Schumann Institute inDusseldorf. As a result of winning the 1995 Young Concert Artists International 
Auditions in New York, Mr. Say performed his first US concerts at the 92nd Street 'Y' in New York and the Kennedy 
Center in Washington. Recently, he has performed in Paris, Amsterdam, Istanbul, Budapest, Zurich and in concert with 
orchestras, including New York Philharmonic, Chamber Orchestra of Moscow, and the Orchestre National de France. 

His three recordings featuring the works of Stravinsky {i]\t Rite of Spring), J. S. Bach, and Gershwin, are available on the 
Teldec label.

Leon Fleisher 

Sunday, February 23, 2:30 
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In 1944. at age 16. he made his debut with the New York Philharmonic under Pierre Monteux and quickly 
went on to become the first American to win the Queen Elisabeth International Piano Competition in 
Belgium. In 1959, declared the "true heir of Schnabel," he embarked on a series of appearances with the finest 
orchestras and in recital on the world's great concert stages. His celebrated collaboration with George Szell 
and the Cleveland Orchestra resulted in a series of critically acclaimed recordings, among them the 
Beethoven and Brahms Piano Concertos. 

In 1964, an injury to his right hand interrupted his performing career. During the intervening years, he 
devoted his time to work as a teacher at the Peabody Conservatory of Music and to performing works for left 
hand alone. In 1995, here in Severance Hall with Cleveland Orchestra. Mr. Fleisher performed the Mn 7 art 
Concerto in A Major. K. 414 successfully with both hands. 

In his return to Cleveland, Mr. Fleisher offers a priceless afternoon of spoken recollections and music.

Paul Badura-Skoda (fortepiano) 

Wednesday, March 5, 7:30 

“He proved himself a master of slow building emotions, and his rich sense of color was quite clear. " (The Washington

The legendary pianist whose career began with Furtwangler, von Karajan, and George Szell was one of the first 
artists to champion the use of period instruments in performance. Celebrating his 50'** anniversary tour, he brings his 
prodigious knowledge of keyboard instruments to his program which will be performed on the fortepiano by Philip Belt 
(after Walter, fl. 1780-1820s in Vienna) and the Clifford K. Kern Broadwood fortepiano (original Cottage Grand built 
around 1829 in London).
